JUNE CIVIL COURT. 


One of the most interesting cases 


argued before Judge Mahlon H. Stout 
last week was that on the exceptions to 
tbe auditors' report in tbe estate ef How- 
ard J. Complon, in which the auditor re- 
fused in distributing the estate to pay a 
certain amount due a stock broker, 
be- 


cause be claimed it was merely a gamb- 
ling obligation. 
The decision of the 


court was aa follows: 


Opinion of the Court: The claim in 


this case is founded on a judgment note 
and the defence is that it was given In a 
stock gambling transaction. 
v 


Tbe auditor finds that a clear case of 


gambling was established. In tbis he 
was in error. The evidence does not 
warrant such a finding. The nncantra- 
dicted testimony shows that in each 
transaction the decedent gave an order to 
bis broker, 
the claimant, for tbe pur- 


chase of stock, and again for the sale of 
the same. In pursuance of sncb orders, 
the broker bought the stock, paid for tha 
same, had the certificates therefor in 
bis possession and was at all times ready 
for delivery whenever called upon by bis 
customer to do so. 
While the stock was 


not delivered to the decedent, it was 
sold upon bis order, and the certificates 
for the same ware delivered to the pur- 
chasers. 
Tbe decedent was kept fully in- 


formed of gucb purchases and sales. 
This claim under Us facts comes within 
the rules laid djwn in MacDonald vs.Ges- 
sler, 208 Pa., 177, assigned estate of L. 
H. Taylor & Co., 192 Fa., 304,- and cases 
there cited. 


The exceptions to the. report of tbe 


auditor are sustained and the claim is al- 
lowed. The funds in tbe hands of the ac- 
countant will be distributed as follows: 
Balance in bands of accountant, $443.61; 
John Mots, Jr., & Co., jndgment note 
$216.27, add Interest on same, at 5 per 
cent, and attorney's commission at 10 
per cent., $265.99; balance for distribu- 
tion, $167.62.

to over 8,000 people since the water works 
were establshed; until today, as a mod- 
ern water plant in a manufacturing town 
its equipment is practically of little val- 
ue, iind tbe only asset that remains to 
the shareholders is the exclusive fran- 
chise which they are now enjoying of 
supplying the people of the town with 
water at their own prices. Should this 
privilege of supplying the water at their 
own figure be interferred witn by the 
people themselves going into business on 
theii own account, with a plant of mod- 
ern construction and located at a proper 
point the shareholders would certainly 
have a just and righteous 
grievance 


against tbe management which displayed 
such a lack of judgment in not providing 
a sicking fund which would have enabled 
them either to re-equip their plant in a 
manner as would, from year to year, meet 
modern demands, or else have enabled 
the uhareholders to use the money to 
take up their stock holdings out of sur- 
plus and retire gracefully from the wa- 
ter business.

the original shareholders, and had they

this year? Lawyers and consulting en- 
gineers are getting it, and their palms 
are itching for more. 


That the old company, composed main- 


ly of women stcckholders and without 
salaried officers, has been run as econom- 
ically as possible, although never failing 
to furnish water for a whole day during 
the iast thhty years, receives no consid- 
eration. It is even argued that if the 
old company can declare a 10 per cent di- 
vidend, which is no more than careful 
business men charge off for depreciation 
on less risky business, therefore the Bor- 
ough can make at least 8 per cent. By 
merely asking questions it could have 
been ascertained, If not already known 
and the statement made with intent to 
mislead—that of this 10 per cent, divi- 
dend, amounting to $7345, only $1345, 
or about one and four-Bftns per cent, 
comes from the dometic services in the 
borough after paying tbe fixed charges 
and necessary repairs. The public fire 
hydrants, as is well known, are supplied 
free of charge. If the Borough could 
induce every domestic customer of the 
old company to sever his connection at 
considerable cost and take* water from 
the municipal plant at exactly the same 
rates as he is now paying, it can readily 
be seen that tbe income would be but a 
trine towards paying the bands with 
the interest and State taxes. Up will 
then go the municipal water rents and 
up will go tbe taxes and the valuations at 
each triennial assessment, and perhaps 
oftener, for the valuations have been in- 
creased on many properties since tbe last 
triennial, although no improvements or 
alterations have been made. 
Not only 


the property owner, but tbe renter and 
the "single man" who lives or boards 
with him will have the increased tax 
to pay, while tbe children will be sick- 
ening and eying through want of proper 
disposition of sewage. It will be use 
less for the physicians to attribute this 
tickness to tbe water, as many cf them 
now falsely do, for they, have signed and 
published a statement that will prove a 
thorn in the flesh to them hereafter. 


Bnrlington has often been cited at hav- 


ing lower rates than Bristol. A house in 
tbat city assessed at $1000, on high valu- 
ation, paid $28.50 city tax last year or 
$3.85 on the $100 and water rent in add! 
tion. It is stated that the taxes must 
again be raited to meet an existing defi- 
ciency. In speaking of the water rates, 
the city solicitor said: "Tbe hydrant late 
of $5. is a fraud, as we make up the bal- 
ance in tha taxes." These tases have to 
be paid by the man who has a good well 
and does not need the city water, as well 
as by the water taker. In otner words, 
the man with the well helps to pay for 
his neiRhbor'a water. 


The Trenton water plant has' been

only a question of time when it oropi 
out. 


We do not want this Borough to 


meet tbe fate of those towns from 
which people have removed in order to 
escape the high taxation and in which 
the interett on the bonds bat been de- 
faolted or compromised, although those 
oondt were issued without a cloud of 
doubt whiob encompassed the opinion 
of our learned Borough attorneys, nor 
do we want the tax payers to be nted at

1906 at 75 cents per hundred dollars 
of assessed valuation and should the pro- 
position of councils looking to the in- 
crease of the banded indebtedness of tbe 
borough uf $100,000 for the purpose of 
erecting a municipal water plant be car- 
ried, it would necessitate tile levy of 
about a 30 ct. tax on the $100 of assessed 
valuation to provide for the interest 
and sinking fund of such issue of bonds 
during the year 1906. 
This extra tax of 


SOcts. on the assessed valuation would 
cost these large property holders the sum 
of $1.60 additional tax per year on each 
working man's house owned by them, and 
yet they propose to extort from 
the 


woiking men of this borough the sum 
of $12 per year for compensation there- 
for. 


This is certainly a splendid exhibi- 


tion of civic pride and fair dealings 
on tbe part of these two gentlemen, botb 
of whom have accumulated fortunes in 
their dealings witi'i the working men of 
Bristol. 


Their action in this particular may 


prove to be a two-edged sword, as tbe 
working men of Bristol will have on 
July 10th an opportunity of resenting 
what they might consider an unwarranted 
extortion.
